Dr. C. W. Hargens, Is 
still very much alive and living In 
Hot -Springs. The Sioux indians 
call him “Big Smoke." Dr. Hargens 
is one of the pioneer doctors and 
surgeons in that part of the coun­ 
try. 
He was made a member of the 
Sioux 
tribe 
by 
adoption. 
This 
gesture was probably occasioned 
by the fact that for many years. 
Dr. Hargens ran his own hospital 
and took care of many Indian 
patients.

Mr. Charles Hargens occasionally 
has entered exhibits in some of the 
art shows at Phillips Mill. New 
Hope, but he doesn’t consider him­ 
self an artist of this region. 
He also has had water colors 
shown in a number of national art 
shows.
